SOLDIER'S LETTER. 
Headquarers 26th Division, 
American Expeditionary Forces, 
France, November, 1918 
Dear Mrs. Burr: 

My conscience tells me that I ought 
to drop a line to good friends once in 
a while, aside from those times when 
I'm acknowledging something or ask- 
ing for something else. The package 
of ^ast Winds" and magazines came 
this afternoon. They are more than wel- 
come here and will be more so, if such a 
thing is possible, up in the ditches. 
I really feel almost out of the army here 
in headquarters, though I am in reality 
but a short distance from the front 
lines, and though I see some of tin.- 
men from the company nearly every 
day. They always come in to see me 
when they have n few hours off, and I 
like to have reading matter and smoke* 
to Imnd out. I have plenty of chance 
to get cigarettes — though I've never 
taken up smoking — and I usually man- 
age to have a supply on hand. Next 
to letters from home, there's nothing 
they'd rutber hnve than the local papers 
Their gossipy columns are almost n« 
good as a whiff .of the ocean (more than 
a year since we've seen the briny) ( an I 
alinost the same ns sitting on past 
olliee fence, back at "The Corner," on 
Sunday morning and watching tho world 
roll by. 

Those of us who are fortunate — and 
incidentally disgraced — in holding the 
"bomb-proof" jobs rarely know when 
Sunday comes, and our nearest approach 
to the post office fence is to sit outsidt 
the door on a sunshiny morning a. 
watch the avious chase each other across 
the sky. Just lately Fritz has acquired 
a nasty habit of throwing shrapnel over 
periodically, and though we can figure 
out his schedule and dodge the shellt- 
pretty well, we keep under cover unless 
there's a plenty good reason for being 
out . 1 

Before you get this you will have 
heard of Roger Borland's death. I hava 
written his mother— I don't think I 
ever met his wife. War is war, and 
somebody must pay the price-^but lie 
was so clean and straight and fine, so 
worth living, and there was so much 
need for him to come home again! 
I don't believe any man in the company 
had more influence for good, than he. 
The life in the ditches is worse than 
anything e^er written about it— es- 
pecially where an organization is so 
good it never gets a rest. The old out- 
fit, held up and bouyed on by fellows 
like Roger, has worn itself ragged, but 
It never has given less than its best. 
You knew him well, and you knew what 
a splendid ehap he was. He never 
changed vo He least oyer here, nrdes«- 
it was to work harder than ever and to 
be even cheerier than he was before. A 
man who has stood what those boys 
have been through might be forgiven 
for any kind of lapse, but his life needs 
no forgiveness nor apologies. He nevei 
slackened, nor lost his quiet nerve and 
smile. He couldn't stay to eome back 
with the regiment and division he. 
helped to make famous, but he left us 
gloriously. His people are the real suf- 
ferers, yet they must feel, as we do, 
'that his life was very much worth while. 
I'm proud that I can say he was— and is 
— my friend. 

The rest of the fellows from our local- 
ity are getting along pretty well. War 
has no terrors for them now — it has 
showed them everything it had. anil 
they've come through weary, but un- 
afraid, and covered with glory. ' I feel 
certain that the whole terrible thing is 
nearly over now, and that we'll soon be 
coming home again.

PUBLIC UTILITIES. 
"Public utilities as a whole, were the 
most adversely affected of any Ameri- 
can Corporations during the war. This 
was due to the rising cost of labor and 
material which, owing to legal restric- 
tions, could not be met by inereascg in 
rates and fares. While the Federal Gov- 
ernment established laws to proteet rail- 
roads and other industries, it did not at- 
tempt to legislate aid fo rthe utility cor- 
porations, for the reason that these 
were under jurisdiction of state and city 
governments. 

'Tn quite a number of cases, publie 
utility commissions and- local govern- 
ment bodies passed regulations to assist 
utilities by authorzng ncreased fares 
and rntes, but a vast majorty of the 
companies were obliged to stagger on 
under the burden of increased business 
and steadily increasing operating ex- 
penses and reduced net income. More- 
over, many of these companies found it 
necessary to borrow money in an unfa- 
vorable market at high interest rates.

LOSSES IN LOADING GRAPES 



Containers Should Be Strong and 
Packed End to End— Climax 
Baskets Recommended. 

(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 
— Extensive Investigations conducted 
by the United States department of 
agriculture show that the crashing of 
grapes in a car in transit Is governed 
by the type and strength of the pack- 
age, the manner and care used In load- 
ing, the height of the load, the con- 
struction of the car and the handling 
It receives from the railroad. Twelve- 
quart Climax baskets and trays are 
recommended because they properly 
protect the fruit; they are not too 
costly; they are suitable, attractive 
and available for most markets. 

When Climax baskets are used for 
loading grapes they should be well 
made, of good wood, with veneer cut 
17 to the Inch as a maximum thickness 
for the 12 -quart size, and 20 to the Inch 
for 4 and 2-quart sizes. Wooden 
handles permit a firmer load than wire 
handles as they strengthen the baskets 
and serve as braces In the load. 

Experience demonstrates that the 
best results occur when Cunax bas- 
kets of 12-quurt size are_Jf ^7. hlgji. 
the 4-quart size 12 high, aa the 2- 
quart size 15 high. All otht packages 
should be loaded to the be ht of not 
less than 48 Inches or mo?i> than 60 
Inches from the bottom ofl the first 
ig^er. 

Bushel baskets, hampers arid miscel- 
laneous boxes are not satisfactory 
packages for grapes as they cannot be 
loaded safely with economy. All types 
of grape packages carry best when 
loaded according to the "straight sys- 
tem," that is, with all packages end to 
end, extending from one Ice bunker 
to the other. In every other layer of 
Climax baskets. It Is necessary to load

those that touca the bulkhead cross- 
wise In the car In order to fill In the 
otherwise vacant spnees, but this 
should not be permitted anywhere else 
In the load. AH stuck should be taken 
out as the baskets are being loaded, 
usinK racks to fill out at the end of the 
car when there Is surplus space. Every 
fraction of an Inch of surplus space 
from side to side of the car should be 
tightly filled in by loading the last row 
diagonally. 



SPRAY FOR SAN JOSE SCALE 



Work May Be Done Any Time After 
Leaves Fall— Fairly Warm Day 
Is Preferable. 

Spraying for Snn Jose scale may 
be done at any time after the leaves 
fall, but preferably on a fairly warm 
day. Generally speaking spraying just 
before the buds open In the spring Is 
more effective than fall spraying. In 
badly Infested orchards Vhe best re- 
sults are secured by spraying In the 
fnll with an oil spray, followed by an 
application of lime-sulphuU hi the 
spring.

"I was Just ont of the hospital." he 
said, telling of his Inst engagement.

We went 
ahead for two and a half miles and 
took the German second line trench. 
Grey Gets Fatal Wound. 

"The connter-nttack came exactly at 
four o'clock.

Our artillery had full sweep 
of the ground over which they moved. 
The slanghter wns terrible. 

"We lay In the position all that 
night, and nt seven o'clock tn the morn- 
ing made a quick move.

Then wo 
started In to clean up the thick nests 
of machine guns. 

"Lieutenant Grey was shot In the 
stomach and Lieut. Harry Blair of 
Brooklyn was hit. Then I wns hit 
After I got It Blair and myself carried 
Grey back to a dressing station. Ho 
died the next morning.

In accordance with the policy of the Food Admin latraxlon alnce lta Conn da 
tion to consult representative men In the agricultural Industry on occasion 
of Importance to special branches of the Industry, on October 24 there wal 
convened In Washington a meeting of the Live Stock Subcommittee of tW 
Agricultural Advisory Bonrd and the special members representing the swine 1 
Industry to consider the situation In the bog market 

The conference lasted for three days, and during this time met with the, 
executive committee of the fifty packing firm* participating In foreign orders 
for pork prod nets and with the members of the Food Administration directlnf 
foreign pork purchases. 

The conclusions of the conference were ns follows: 



To Remove Rust.

The entire marketing situation has 
so changed since the September Joint 
conference as to necessitate an entire 
alteration In the plans of price stabi- 
lization. The current peace talk has 
ainrmed the holders of corn, and there 
has been a price decline of from 25 
cents to 40 cents per bushel. The fnct 
that the accumulations of low priced 
corn In the Argentine and South Afri- 
ca would, npon the advent of peace 
and liberated shipping, become avail- 
able to the European market has cre- 
ated a great deal of apprehension on 
the part of corn holders. This decline 
has spread fear among swine growers 
that a similar reduction In the prices 
of hogs would naturally follow. Alore- 
over, the lower range of corn prices 
would, If Incorporated In a 13-to-l ra- 
tio, obvlonsly result In a continuously 
falling price for lire hogs. In view 
of these changed conditions many 
swine producers nntlclpated lower 
prices and as a result rushed their 
hogs to mnrket In large numbers, and 
this overshlpment has sdded to and 
aggravated the decline. 

The lnformntlon of the Department 
of Agriculture Indicates that the sup- 
ply of hogs hns Increased about 8 per 
cent, while the highest nnofflclal esti- 
mate does not exceed 13 per cent In- 
creased production over last year. On 
the other hnnd, the arrival of hogs 
during the last three weeks in the 
seven great mnrkets hsta been 27 per 
cent more than last year, during the 
corresponding period, demonstrating 
the unusually heavy marketing of the 
available supply. In the face of the 
excessive receipts some packers have 
not .maintained the price agreed last 
month. On the other hnnd, mnny 
of the packers have pnld over the 
price offered to them In an endeavor 
to maintain the ngreed price. The re- 
sult In any event has been a failure 
to mnlntaln the October price basis 
determined upon at the September con- 
ference and undertaken by the pack- 
ers. Another factor contributing to 
the break In prices during the month 
has been the Influenza epidemic; It 
hns sharply curtailed consumption of 
pork products and temporarily de- 
creased the labor staff of the packers 
nbout 23 per cent 

The exports of 130.000,000 pounds 
of pork products for October com- 
pared with abont 62,000.000 pounds 
In October a yenr ago. and the 
export orders placenble hy the Food 
Administration for November, amount 
to 170,000.000 pounds as contrast- 
ed with the lesser exports of 
08,000.000 for November, 1017. The 
Increased demands of the nllles are 
continuing, and are In themselves 
proof of the necessity for the Inrge 
production for which the Food Admin- 
istration asked. The Increase In ex- 
port demands appears to be amply 
sufficient to take up the Increase In 
hog production, bnt unfavorable mnr- 
ket conditions existing In October nf- 
ford no fair Index of the aggregate 
supply and demand. 

It must be evident that the enor- 
Uious shortage In fats In the aCentral 
Empires and neutral countries would 
immediately upon peace result in ad- 
ditional demands for pork products 
Which, on top of the heavy shipments 
to the Allies, would tend materially 
tp incrense the Americnn exports, In- 
asmuch as no considerable reservoir of 
supplies exists outside of the United 
States. It seems probable thnt the 
present prospective supplies would be 
lnndequnte to meet this world demnnd 
with the return to pence. So far as It 
Is possible to Interpret this fact. It np- 
penrs that there should be even a 
.stronger demand for pork products 
after the war. and therefore any alarm 
of hog producers as to the effect of 
peace Is unwarranted hy the outlook. 

In the Ucht of these circumstances 
It Is the conclusion of the conference 
that attempts to hold the price of hop* 
to the price of corn may work out to 
the disadvantage of pork producers. 
It Is the conclusion thnt any Interpre- 
tation of the formula should he a 
broad pnuged policy applied over a 
long period. It Is the opinion of the 
conference that in substitution of the 
previous plans of stabilization the 
Live Stock Subcommittee of the Agri- 
cultural Advisory Board, together with 
the specially Invited swine representa- 
tives, should accept the Invitation of 
the Food Administration to Join with 
the Administration nnd the packers In 
determining the prices at which con- 
trolled export orders nre to be placed. 
This will he regularly done. The In- 
fluence of these orders will be directed . 
to the maintenance of the common ob- j 
ject — namely, the stabilization of the 



producer and the Insurance of an ad* 
quote futnre supply. 

These foreign orders are placed/ 
upon the basis of cost of hogs to thai 

packers. 

As the resnlt of long negotiations 
be< ween this body and the Packers' 
Committee, representing the 43 to 50 
pa<kers participating In foreign or- 
ders, together with the Allied buyers, 
all under the Chairmanship of the 
Food Administration, the following un- 
dertaking has been given by the pack- 
ers : 

In view of the undertakings on the 
part of the Food Administration with 
legard to the co-ordinated purchases 
of pork products, covered tn the nt- 
tnched. It Is ngreed that the puckers 
participating in these orders wlU un- 
dertake not to purchase bogs for less 
than the following agreed minimum* 
for the month of November, thnt Is a 
dally minimum of $17.50 per hundred 
pounds on average of packers' droves, 
excluding throw-outs. "Throw-outs" 
to be defined as pigs under 130 
•pounds, stags, boars, tbln sows sod 
nklps. Further, that no hogs of sny 
kind shall be bought, except throw- 
outs, at leas than $16.50 per hundred 
pounds. The nverage of packers' 
droves to be construed as the average 
of the total sales In the mnrket of all 
hogs for a given dny. All the above 
to be based on Chicago. 

We agree tbnt n committee shall be 
appointed by the Food Administration 
to check the daily operations In the 
vnrlous markets with a view to super- 
vision snd demonstration of the carry- 
ing out of the above. 

The nblllty of the packers to carry 
ont (his arrangement will depend on 
there being a normal marketing of 
hogs based npon the proportionate In- 
crease over the receipts of last yei 
Th* Increase In production appear! 
be a maximum of about 15 per ce k t 
nnd we can handle such nn Incrense. 4 
If the producers of hogs shonld. as

Coats for Zero Weather 




Anions the handsome midwinter 
ioata mndc ready for fast-approaching 
aero weather, there are a greater num- 
ber of garments that combine furs 
with fur fabrics than in any former 
displays. Although all plushes are 
not fur-fnbrlcs, all fur-fabrics are 
plushes. Fur-fabrics designate those 
plushes that have colorings and mark- 
ings In Imitation of the skins of fur- 
bearing animals and they were at first 
manufactured as a substitute for furs, 
and from the standpoint of being less 
expensive. 

Such progress has been made in the 
beauty and quality of these rich fab- 
rics that they are now considered 
more elegant than the cheaper furs, 
and as desirable to use in combination 
with high-class skins. Some of them, 
as the seal-broadtall, caracul and 
beayer plushes, are such close Imita- 
tions of the original skins that It Is 
hard to distinguish between them, ex- 
cept at close quarters. 

A great step in advance has been 
made In the usaf u4u«-8- of these rub- 
rics since fashion has placed them on 



a par with skins in coats where tha 
two are combined. A very successful 
combination of this kind appears in 
the coat pictured atoove, which has a 
body of caracul plush, very long waist- 
ed, and a skirt of natural muskrat. 
The wide collar and band cufTs are 
of the fur. Honors arc even in this 
stunning garment between the fur and 
the fabric. 

The other coat Is of seal plush with 
wide fhawl collar and deep cuffs of 
taupe lynx, and Is ns reliable for com- 
fort and good appearance ns a fur 
coat. If there is any difference In the 
matter of durability, It Is In favor of 
the plush. These coats are interlined 
ond as warm as toast. They are not 
the only garments featured thl6 sea- 
son, made of furs and fabrics com- 
bined that have proved a success. 
There are short coats and coatees, 
swarfs and enpes as well, and occa- 
sionally a coatsult that compel a di- 
vining attention; the last a premoni- 
tion of sometrung new in suits which 
<*V"fc<?r winter may see weli devel- 
oped. 



Closing Chapter of Winter Millinery 




The last chapter In the story of win- 
ter millinery Is presented and tho talo 
concludes with all-fur hats or hats 
that are made of fur In combination 
with other things. Although shorter 
than the story of velvet or other fnbrlc 
hats, it Is not so very brief as one 
might suppose. The Ingenuity of de- 
signers lengthens It But after fur 
hats have been disposed of, one may 
write "finis" — winter Is over, so far as 
new things In winter hats are con- 
cerned. In January millinery begins 
to be springlike; "between season" 
and "early spring" arc the Inspiration 
of millinery designers, who must then 
be occupied with the demands of 
southern tourists. 

But only a few people Journey 
South, and those who remain in the 
lands of snow face two or three 
months of midwinter weather — hence 
a varioty of fur hats is needed. They 
are here in many shapes and combina- 
tions. Turbans and small shapes pro- 
dominate among them, but there are 
Jarge shapes with crowns of fur and 
brims of velvet, or iaco or mnlluca 
often with emplacements of fur on 
them. In the smaller hats and tur- 
bans, feather crowns with fur brims 
and feather coronets on turbans with 
fur crowns uro new and bountiful 
IdeflH. 

Hunldes feathers, furs aro used in 
combination with long-napped beaver 
cloth, satin and velvet In smaller bats 



for covering shapes. In the Inrger hau 
fur Is confined usually to the crown, 
bat In some wlde-brlmmed pictur- 
esque models, in which dull silver 
and gold luces, or other transparent 
materials are used for the brlin cov- 
erings, narrow borders or fringes, In 
far like that on the crown, edge the 
brims. Many turbans and small hats 
hove crowns covered with rows of 
ribbon — In scant ruffles and brims cov- 
ered with fur. 

In the group of fur hats pictured 
the tall Cossack turban Is especially 
smart. A round hut presents a combi- 
nation of two furs — moleskin on the 
crown and sealskin brim. Tho seal- 
akin skating cap Is tho regulation and 
always fashionable type that appears 
ouch winter, this year with s fur but- 
ton on tho top. So large a proportion 
0 f snlts and conts are fur trimmed, 
n nd fur nockpleccs and garments so 
universally worn that a vogue for fur 
Airs to match waa a logical conclu- 
sion. It has arrived.
